TO  DRAW  PLAN 
ON  NEW  ADDITION 

“Court*’  Method 
Will  Be  Used. 

The  "topographical  survey”  of 
the  proposed  Lutheran  Children's 
home  addition  to  Waverly  was 
sent  to  the  Federal  Housing  Ad¬ 
ministration  engineering  depart¬ 
ment  Thursday. 

From  the  survey,  which  shows 
slopes  and  levels,  the  FHA  en¬ 
gineers  will  draw  a  "lot  and 
street"  plan  for  the  area. 

This  will  NOT  be  the  conven¬ 
tional  “square  block",  but  will  be 
a  "court"  type.  Houses  would 
then  "f.ice  in”  onto  a  circular  or 
oval  drive  which  would  serve 
only  a  small  group  of  houses. 
This  reduces  traffic  and  traffic 
speed,  makes  the  area  saf^  for 
children,  nnd  provides  greater  pri¬ 
vacy. 

The  32-acie  addition  would  pro¬ 
vide  the  equivalent  of  twelve  av¬ 
erage  city  blocks,  E.  G.  Engel- 
brecht.  chairman  of  the  Children's 
home  board,  said  Thursday.  Only 
a  part  of  the  addition  will  be 
opened  for_sale  at  any  one  time.

The  Advent  Wreath 

As  we  think  of  the  various  festivals  and  holidays  that 
we  observe  every  year,  we  note  that  around  each  one  have 
grown  certain  customs  and  traditions.  We  have  Thanks¬ 
giving  with  its  famDy  gathering,  Easter  with  its  lavish  use 
of  Easter  lilies :  and  every  family  has  its  own  way  of  cele¬ 
brating  birthdays. 

But  of  no  festival  is  this  more  true  than  of  Christmas. 
How  often  we  hear  people  say,  "For  Christmas  we  always 
.  .  .  !”  In  every  country  there  are  customs  which  have 
been  celebrated  for  centuries.  Many  of  these  are  heathen 
customs  and  are  of  heathen  origin.  But  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  meamngful  is  the  distinctly  Christian  custom  of  light¬ 
ing  candles  on  the  Advent  wreath,  observed  especially  in 
South  Germany  and  Switzerland.  It  is  a  Christian  custom 
because  it  reminds  all  the  members  of  the  household  of  how 
God  prepared  His  people  for  the  coming  of  the  Saviour  at 
Christmas.  The  wreath  itself  may  be  a  very  simple  one  of 
evergreen,  or  it  may  be  elaborately  carved  of  wood,  hanging 
from  the  ceiling  of  the  room.  The  size  depends  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  candles  to  be  set  in  it.  Elach  day  before  Christmas 
another  candle  is  lit  until  the  weath  is  completely  lit  on 
Christmas  Day.  As  each  lighter  lights  his  candle  he  recites 
a  prophecy  in  which  God  pronuses  the  Saviour.  And  all  who 
hear  these  promises  of  God  and  watch  the  lights  grow  in 
number  are  again  made  sure  that  God  does  not  forget  His 
own ;  He  keeps  His  word ;  We  wants  to  make  Christmas  come 
true  in  our  own  hearts.
